VIRGINIA VOIDS | 


DISAGREE: 


The Proopedings of the Disorderly Followers of 
-Mabone and Jorgensen Make the Air 
Hideous With Their Howls, and 
Appeal to the People. 


" 
LYNCHBURG, August 1l.—Mr. Cochran, 
chairman of the state central committee, 
called the conyention to order at 10 o’clock 
yesterday. In his address to the convention 
he said: **We meet hereas republicans,not as 
democrats or readjusters, to name a ticket 
composed of candidates for governor, lieu- 
tenant-governor and attorney general.”’ 
He urged them to be moderate, prudent 
and wise in their deliberations. 
Upon motion J. T. Wilson (colored), of 
Norfolk, was elected permanent chairman. 
Wilson returned thanks for the compli- 
ment. He said tuat it was not expected 
that there should be perfect unanimity in 
the party; that there are but two national 
parties in this state—republican and demo- 
cratic. ! 
When the chair reported ready for 
business, Mr. Tinsley, of Nansemond, 
moved the appointment of a committee on 
credentials to consist of one from each 
congressional district and two at large. 
J. T. Dezendorf then took the floor and said 
that the committee from the other side, the 
coalitionists, wished to enter the conven- 
tion, but as they had not been provided 
with tickets ibey could not, and he there 
fore moved that the convention adjourn 
until 3 o’clock in order that they might be 
conferred with, and the two wings united 
if possible. 
Mr. Arnold opposed any adjournment, 
saying the straightouts had the appoint- 
ment. ‘The readjusters were made up of 
dissatisfied wings of both parties, and they 
had brought all their means to bear to de- 
feat the republicans in this convention. 
The republicans of Virginia are in no con- 
dition to indorse repudiation. A committee 
of nine of the best republicans in the state 
had been appointed to confer with them, 
and théy returned to the caucus saying they 
could find no one to confer with. He was 
to any coalition with Captain 
Kidd. ‘I was in this city,” he said, ‘‘when 
there was no repudiation. In the city the 
motto was ‘owe no mau’ not ‘pay no map,’ 
as General Mahoue teaches. I would rather 
vote for John Daniel's little finger a thou- 
sand times than for ballot box stuffers’. He 
wanted some assurance that the coalition- 
ists would act in good faith. 
Mr. Dezendoff rose and said he believed 


that every man here was an _ honest 
republican and could not be bought out in 
two hours. 

Mr. Twisley, of Nansemond, replied, 
‘‘Peter J. Carter came here a'straightout and 
was bought in two bours.”’ 

After the committee on credeatials had 
been appointed, Ross Hamilton took the 
floor in advocacy of a committee to invite 
all delegates to come to the hall, He 
wanted to pay all the state morally owes, 
and it only morally owes what it is able to 


ay. 
Mr. Poindexter indorsed what Mr. Ham- 
ilton had said, ’and he wanted. the world to 
know that the cause we are championing 
is dear to us. 

Mr. Gordon, of Petersburg, took a sensi 
ble parliameatary view ufthe cause. He 
said the committee might invite some people 
here and when they gotin and you come 
back you can’t get In 

One hundred delegates were ascertained 
to be in the hall 

Mr. Hamilton's motion for committees 
was carried, 

On motion the chair appointed the com- 
mittee which had been appointed by the 
caucus. A recess till 3o’clock was moved 
and carried. 

On reassembling the chairmar called the 
meeting to order and stated that the next 
order of business was the report of the 
committee on credentials. The committee 
not being ready to report, Mr. Austin, of 
Lunenburg, was requested to address the 
convention. 

Mr. Austin wasin favor of healing, if 
possible, the aplitin the party. He said 
that he came here to fight democracy, and 
was in favor of admitting the coalitionists 
if they will come forward and act honor- 
ably. 

Atthe conclusion of these remarks sev- 
eral short speeches were made against any 
compromise, charging that these men were 
backed up in repudiation and were opposed 
to any steps’ no matter what they were, 
that were taken by the straightouts. 

Mr. Jorgexsen, chairman of the commit- 
tee appointed to eonfer with the coalition- 
ists, reported that be conéerred with all the 
members of the committee appointed by 
the coalitionists and had invited them per- 
sonally to partic: pate in the proceedings of 
the convention. 

Mr, Twisiey moved that the report be ac- 
cepted and the committee discharged. 

Mr. Austin, of Lunenburg, offered as an 
amendment the adoption of the report, but 
was opposed to the committee being dis- 
charged. 

Mr. Poindexter made a short speech in 
favor of the original motion 

A «legate from Warwjek county rose 
and said that he was willing to fight when 
he could win, and he thought they could 
win now. He said he had been canvassed 
by several delegates since he arrived in the 
city, and they wereall Mahonists and bad 
bee reading the Mahone organ. He 
attacked that organ in regard 
to its reports on political meetings, and 
said that its reports of meetings in his 
county were all false. He said delegates 
in this convention were all legally elected, 
but coabitsonists, to his certain knowledge, 
have delegates that are not more than six- 
teen years of age. 

Mr. Lester, of Richmond, by request 
took the stand amid great applause, and 
addressed the convention. Fhe first re- 
mark he made was that he was opposed to 
readjustment. There was atime, he said, 
when the people lam identified with had 
basses, but they, with my assistance, shall 
never have a bose again. Garfield said 
that his administration would not counte- 
nance a boss, and they have chopped off 
the head of Roscoe Conkling. He charged 
that the straightouts had made too many 
compromises already; that they have ap 
pointed two committees to confer with the 
coalitionists, which is proof positive that 
we are capable of eating dirt. 

He wenton to charge Cameron with bal- 
lot-box stuffing,and said that he was the 
prime mover of the burning of Governor 
Kemper in efligy because he would not vio- 
late the constitution. Addressing the con- 
vention be gaid: “You can vote for 
him =_—siif you wish, but I will 
yote for Daniel, who I consider will make 
the better governor.

COTTON FACTORIES IN GEORGIA, 


What they Pay, as Stated by the High- 
est Authority. 


Mr. Francis Cogin, perhaps the most competent 
authority that we baveon the relative advantages 
of cotton manufacture {a the north and south, 
was in Atlanta the other day and we asked him 
as to the outlook in Augusta. He said: 

“It is more than encouraging. We have in 
creesed our spindles up to about 120,000, with the 
mills now building. The King mill, when it is 
organized with its miliion Collars capital, as it 
doubless soon will be, will add 80,000 spindles to 
thisnumber. We have water power enough to 
turn 1,000,000 spindles, and there is no ieason 
why we stould not have them.”’ 

“The record being made by tae factories will 
justify pew iuvestments?”’ 

“Yes,ang induce-them. There is no legiti- 
mate business that I know of in which capital 
can beso safely and profitably invested, as in 
cotton factories in the south. The Augusta fac 
tory has averaged 20 percent per annum net 
profit oa its capital since the war. It made last 
year 18 to 20 percent. In the last six months we 
have made 810),000 clear. This is on a capital of 
$600,C00, and is about 17 per cent for six months, 
or 35 per centayear. This is unusually good, 
but we will do as well the present six months. 
The Enterprise paid 10 per cent dividend last 
year, and for the last six months is earning 18 or 
20 percent. The other mills, | presyme, are do-~- 
ing aboutas well. The Langiey, you know, has 
just paid 8 per cent semi-annual dividend, aud 
passed about 10 per cent to its su plus. Its sur- 
plus fund is now about $275,000 on a capital of 
$400,000.”’

| FOREIGN FLASHES. 


AGREAT DROUTH IN SWITZERLAND, 


A Scarcity of Water and a Want of Grass—The 
_ Country Completely Burned Up—Jules 
Porry Prosecuting His Canvass in 
Prance—English Pinances. 


Special dispatch to The Constitution. 

Lonpon, August 11.—The Geneva corre- 
spondent of the Times says Switzerland is 
begiuning to suffer seriously from drouth, 
which, except for a few showers, has lasted 
two months. The grass is completely 
burned up, and there is no chance ot mak- 
ing the usual second hay crop. There is 
great scarcity of water in most parts of the 
country. In the mountainous pasiures in 
several cantons and in Savoy beasts are per- 
ishing for lack of water and from heat. 
Whole herds have perished in the canton of 
Schwyz, in Vandois Alps and in the valleys 
of the Jura. If the drouth continues a 
week or two longer it wil! go far to neutral- 
ize the effectof excellent grain crops and 
vintage, which bids fair to be one of the 
most abundant on record. 

GREAT BRITAIN, 

Lonpon, August 11—The Times, ina 
leading ariicle this morning, says the lords 
have yielded to what they admit to be 
paramount to a political necessity, and 
have accepted a bill which they profound 
ly dislike and distrust. It can hardly be 
doubted that the same motives which have 
hitherto, actuated them will again prevail 
when they come to reconsider the points of 
difference which remain between them and 
the house of commons. 

The Times, in its financial article this 
morning, stays we believe Italy has obtained 
elsewhere the amounts of bullion she re 
quires at present, and the anticipated with- 
urawais of goid from the bank of Eagland 
on Italian account are at apy rate 
postponed. It is quite possi- 
ble that the buliion draju to Awierica 
may begin at apy time, but at the present 
in spite of the withdrawal of bullion from 
the bank on Tuesday for America, it 
cannot be said that any drain 
has yet set in. The bank direc- 
tors will be, no doubt, prepared to raise 
the rate of discount quickly on the least 
sign of a drain to America or e'sewhere; 
but with the cessation of Italian demand, 
fur the present there appears to be no ne- 
cessity forany action at least in advance 
of the open market.

THE AMERICAN BANKERS, 


Interesting Paper Read by Secretary 
Windofh. 


NIAGARA FALLs, August 11.—The second day’s 
——— of the American bankers’ association 
was Called to order at 11 o’clock this morning, by 
George 8S Coe, of New York. There were 300 
delegates present. 

The chairman stated that Thomas Henry, of 
= one of the vice-presidents, would pre 
side. 

On calling the ¢anvention to order Chairman 
Henry madea brief humorous speech. 

The first paper read was written by Hon. Wil- 
liam Windom, secretary of the treasury, on gov- 
ernment finances, 

George 8. Coe, of New York, readan address 
on the subject of ‘what shall be the currency of 
the future.’ It was a careful review of the finan 
otal outlook and was well received 
John Jay Kuox, of Washington, comptroller of 
currency, was introduced and read an exhaus- 
tive address on ‘‘the banking and currency of the 
country.’ 

Secretary Windom, in a paper read before the 
American Bankers’ association convention, to- 
day, furnishes a brief resume of the funding ope- 
rations of the government since the ineominn o! 
the present administration. He states at the 
outset that the funding operations +rre 
not quite complete, so no precise statement of 
the transactions can yet be given. Owing to the 
failure of the refunding act during the last ses- 
sion of congress,the only resources of the govern- 
ment to meet the maturing obli- 
gations were surplus revenues and 
the amount of one hundred and four 
million dollars four cents authorized by the acts 
of 1870 and 1871, remaining unissued. These 
resources, he suys, were not sufficient to 
provide for the maturing bonds. Finally. 
to meet the demand of the public creditors 
audatthesame time to avoid the callingof an 
eXtra sessiou of Congress, a plan was matured 
which has beeu put into operation aod has proved 
successful. In conclusion Secretary Windom 
said, “By this plan the department has 
been not only relieved from the embarrass- 
ment of providing for the payment of coupon 
interest, but has reduced ail 6 and 5 per cent 
loans of the government toa loan payable at the 
option of the government, aad bearing interest 
at only 3% per cent annum, and 
this, with the trifling expense to 
the government of preparing new registered 
bouds of paying the actual expenses of the Lon- 
don agency, at which only three eagee have 
been emvloyed fora few weeks. The saving to 
the government through the continuance of 
these bonds is very gratifying. On the 
six per cents continued, the annual 
saving hereafter in interest will be $4,451,378.7. 
ou 5 per cents, assuming $10,000,000 to be con- 
tinued. Theannual saving will be about $6 000,- 
000, making a total annual saving hereafter in 
the interest of the public debt of $10,451 378 75. 
Meauwhile, from March list to October Ist, 1881, 
when these operations will have been completed, 
there will be paid of the 6 per cents $24,211,400 
and the 5 per cents $69,320,650, making 
an additional aunual saving in interest of $4,- 
918,716.50, a total reduction of the interest charge 
ip seven months of $15,370,09).25. In other words 
aonual intercst charge, which was on March 1, 
.831, $76 ¢45,927 50, will be on October 1, 1881, as 
vearly Deany a8 can now be stated, §61,- 
i 5,842 25. This saving in interest 
can hereafter be applied to the burdens arising 
therefrom more rapidiy than heretofore. 


TOM MITCHELL’S DEATH, 


Endeavoring to Clear Up a Midnight 
Tragedy. 

Yesterday’s Constitution contained an 
announcement of the finding of the dead 
body of Tom Mitchell in Wheat etreet, near 
Bethel church, by Cap'ain Connolly yester- 
day morning. On account of the lateness 
of the hour at which the intelligence 
reached the reportorial rooms the account 
was necessarily brief. 

It appears that about haif past three 
o’clock Mr. Ed Kiser passed along Wheat 
street, and hearing the loud groans ema~ 


nating from the direction of the middle of 
the sureet made an optical investigation, 
which discovered a man lying beside the 
uew street railroad track. On the pave- 
ment a few feet from him, Mr. Kiser also 
saw a negro map, of whom he inquired the 
trouble with the man lying in the street. 
fo Mr Kiser'’s query the negro man, who 
proved to be Coilins Brown, replied by say- 
ing that he did not know; that the man had 
been lying there for quite a while, and that 
he was afraid to go to him because he thought 
he was adrunken white man, who might 
shoot him. Mr. Kiser ordered Brown to go 
to the man and see who be was. Brown 
declined to go unless Mr. Kiser would ac 
company him. In order to ascertain the 
ceuse of the trouble Mr. Kiser went with 
Brown to the place where the man was 
lying. When the two men reached him he 
was lying on his face, with his forehead on 
the iron, but in a second Mr Kiser and 
Brown turned him on his back, when Brown 
recognized bim as Tom Mitchell, with whom 
he was well acquainted. Mitchell, when 
turned over, groaned and made an effort to 
ri:e, but without success. Mr. Kiser was 
soon convinced that the man waa under the 
mnfiuence of liquor, and telling Brown to 
send for a policeman, leit. 

Soon after leaving the prostrate man in 
Brown’s charge, Mr. Kiser met Captain 
Connolly, to whom he told what he had 
seen. Thinking as Mr. Kiser did, 
that Mitcheli was drunk, the 
captain went on to the place 
designated by Mr. Kiser, but when he ar- 
rived he found that Officers Maniey and 
Wooding had just arrived and takea cnarge 
of Mitchell. 

With a view to ascertaining the man’s 
condition Captain Connolly stooped down 
and as he did so heard the man , but 
when he put bis band on the body he was 
shocked by finding italmostcold. Instant- 
ly he suggested to his fellow officers that 
the man was dead, and an investigation

The passage of the bill granting the 
Cole charter, by such an overwhelming 
majority as 134 to 25, is not remarkable 
when the argumeatsof the case are 
considered, but it is a gratifying result. 
That the enemies of the bill have been 
able after weeks of bitter opposition to 
rally no more than twenty-five votes,in a 
house of 175 members, is the best proof 
of the weakness of their cause. We 
doubt if there has ever been a debated 
qaestion on which the public opinion 
was so overwhelmingly one way, as 1D 
the granting of this charter. We are 
sure that there has never beena ques- 
tion in which the welfare of the state 
was more deeply involved—and there 
will be a general feeling of relief that the 
attempt to bar capital and enterprise out 
of Georgia hes failed so egregiously. 

It issaid by those who ought to know 
that the bill will fare even better in the 
senate than it did in the house, but its 
friends should remember that twenty- 
three votes are necessary to pass the bill, 
and that every absentee really counts as 
a vote against the bill. Ina thin senate 
a very few negative votes would kill it. 
[t is due the gentlemen interested in the 
great enterprise covered by this charter 
that there should be no unnecessary 
delay in the senate. -The bill has been 
so thoronghly discussed that its every 
feature is familiar to both houses, and it 
should be acted on as promptly as is 
consistent with the convenience of the 
senate and the interests of the state. 


Relieving a Contemporary. 
Under the impression that Atlanta 
and Tug ConstiTuTion are tremendously 
interested in the bill appropriating ten 
thousand dollars to secure a creditable 
state exhibit in the International cotton 
exposition, the Macon Daily Drovth is 
opposing it with a good deal of native 
bitterness.

We merely started out, however, to 
assure the esteemed Daily Drouth that, 
so far as the interests of Atlanta are con- 
cerned, Tne ConstiruTicn doesn’t care a 
rap whether the appropriation is made 
or not. If it doesn’t commend itself to 
the legislature and to every thoughtful 
citizen on its merits, it would be well to 
put the whole proposition on the table. 
We cheerfully contribute this to the re- 
lief of the esteemed Drouth, _ ; 

The Raiiroad Commission. 

The railroad commission has been the 
subject of discussion during the past few 
days before the railroad committee of 
the legislature. Lengthy arguments 
have been made by the commission and 
by the representatives ofthe railroad. 
It is difficult to determine from the scope 
of the argument whether the object is to 
move the legislature to abolish the com- 
mission or to modify it. The evils 
pointed out by the representatives of the 
railroads, as far as we can perceive, are in 
the direction of an attempt to show that 
the commission is unconstitutional, and 
the natural inference is that the roads 
want the board abolished. All argu- 
ments on this line and inthis direction 
are utterly futile. The commission will 
not be abolished. The questions to be 
submitted by the railroads to the legisla- 
ture are simple, and can be determined 
correctly. Is there anything in the act 
creating the commission that injures or 
works injuetice to the railroads? Have 
the commissioners used the power given 
them so as toinjure the roads? Theze 
are- questions that can ‘be deter- 
mined promptly and satisfactorily and 
no man in the legislature 
is incapable of judging them on their 
merits or of disposing of them in the in- 
terests of the public as well asin the in- 
terest of the roads themselves. There is 
a settled determination on the part of 
the legislature to give the commission 
law a full and fair trial, and we do not 
believe that they will hesitate a moment 
vw correct anything in the law that will 
unjustly or unnecessarily injure the 
railroads. The modifications asked by 
the repres2ntatives of the railroads ought 
to be cdrefully considered by the mem- 
bers of the legislature. The merits and 
demerits of what they claim are not the 
proper subject of newspaper controversy. 

Tue Consrirurion bas favored the 
commission from the day it was created, 
and it will continue to doso; but there 
has never been a time that it was not 
willing to aid in correcting any 
mistake in the law creating the 
board, or ready to condemn any act of 
oppression on the part of the commis- 
sioners. The constitutionality of the act 
has been passed on by a judge of the 
supreme court of the United States. If 
the judge erred there is another tribunal 
above him that will correct his errors. 
It is the duty of the railroads to appeal 
to the legislature whenever they have 
wrone: that ought to be redressed. We 
are satisfied that the legislature will do 
justice in the premises—and we are 
equally as well satisfied that this can be 
done without abolishing the board of 
commission. aot: 

War Upon the Colored Leaders. 
Tue Constitution alluded yesterday to 
the rather remarkable resolutions of the 
republican state central committee au- 
thorizing the establishment of the color 
line among the brethren in Georgia. 
That these resolutions constitute a rather 
ridiculous departure from the manly 
spirit which prompted the colored men 
in the last republican convention to take 


bas for its purpose the reorganization of 
the state central committee. 

It would be premature, perhaps, to say 
that the movement has taken definite 
shape, but that the effort will be made, 
and by men who are acknowledged to be 
skillful poiiticians in their way, there is 
abundant evidence to show. For this 
evidence we need go no further than the 
Southern Advance, edited by J. E. Bry- 
ant, the first number of which lies be- 
fore us. Inthis number, which also con- 
tains the resolutions of the committee 
upon which Tar ConsTITUTION com- 
mented yesterday, we find an editorial 
article which must possess considerable 
significance for our colored friends. The 
article in question is in the nature of a 
feeler, and will doubtless be followed by 
others on thesame general line. It starts 
out by saying that the state central com- 
mittee is the representative of the party, 
and it is therefore fair to judge the party 
by the character of the men of whom 
its state committee is composed: “If the 
“committee is not composedof the ablest 
“and best men in the party,’ the Advance 
declares, “it is the duty of those who 
“wish to strengthen the party to labor 
“in the proper way to replace those who 
“are inefficient by better men.” The 
purpose of this is plain enough, but the 
editor of the Advance makes it still 
plainer. After going on ‘to recite out of 
his imagination what the republican 
party has accompiished by the moribund 
organization, he concludes: “But its 
“state committee must be composed of 
“men of ability who commaud the re- 
“spect of the voters.”’ 

Now what doesthis mean? Pledger 
and his friends may interpret it as they 
choose, but its real meaning is that Bryant 
has inaugurated a movement which, 
under the plea of reorganizing and 
strengthening the central committee is 
intended to drive out the colored ele- 
ment and to place the organization again 
in the bands of the white men who 
have made the _—siparty the 
means of securing fat federal 
offices. These white oflice-seekers are 
no longer the leaders of the party, and 
this fact is somewhat embarrassing to 
them when they go to Washington in 
search of the patronage which has here- 
tofore been dealt out to them. They 
propose to remedy this by crowding 
Pledger and the other colored members 
out of the committee. In politics, this 
sort of business is perfectly legitimate, 
and our only surprise, after the scenes 
enacted it. the cvulored convention held 
in Atlanta last year, is that the movement 
has not been inaugurated before. It isa 
species of politics in which the white re- 
publicans are adepts, and it need not be 
doubted that they will make the fight a 
lively one. Bryant wants the chairman- 
ship of the committee, and the white ele- 
ment at his back is anxious to secure the 
federal patronage which generally falls to 
the share of those who are the accredit- 
ed leaders of the republican party. To 
be sure, this patronage has not fallen to 
the share of the colored leaders, but that 
is owing to the prejadice against the 
negro which exists among the people of 
the north who neither understand nor 
appreciate them. 

Tue ConstituTION fails to see that the 
committee under the control of the 
colored men has been any more inefli- 
cient than under the control of the white 
office-seekers. Little has been accom- 
plished; it is true, but how much more 
would the white leaders have accom- 
plished? We have no interest in the 
result of Bryant’s movement one way or 
the other, but, as friends of the colored 
man, we are interested in seeing him 
maintain his self-respect by resisting the 
attempt#of the white republican oftice- 
seekers to crowd him to the wall.

If that invective which takes the 
place ofjargument—if that rancour, ill-will 
and all uncharitableness which parades 
personalities at the sacrifice of sound sheo- 
ries, be a measure of success, then the Lon 
don clerical press will bear off the palm of 
all the patent wordy Christianity I have 
ever come in contact with since my davs 
in New Orleans, where and when 
men mixed divinity and _ drinks 
so closely that we never knew which 
from ’tother. However, one must draw the 
line somewhere, as the barber said to Sam 
Weller: and if one can’t shave a sweep, 
why they may “shampoo’’ a dust-man, be 
be of the clerical or lay press. I expect, 
therefore, to see some rough barberizing of 
the British and American press on the 
ecumenical council.

large appetite. Glancing atthe menu of 
the refectory and the programme of the 
l pious ones, I boldly mounted many steps 
towards the mansion in the skies. Typical 
are the stories of the path to heaven; typi- 
cal are the benches of the lecture hall to 
the seats in hades; typical are the tongues 
of the clashing and superfluously numerous 
secretaries of Babel; typicalare the pastors 
presentof menof “light and leading,” as 
poor old worm-eaten Beaconsfield would 
put it, and tip-ical are the wants of the 
porter by the door.

HIS DIVINITY APDRESS, 

The Rev. J.O. A. Clark, D.D., LL.D., of 
Georgia, arose and read substantially as 
follows: He appeared before his brethren 
in Engiand with a commission from the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south, given 
when a conference was held in Atianta in 
1878. The commission was directed to all 
Methodist bodies for the purpose of asking 
their co-cperation and iaviting them to 
unite with the brethren of the south, the 
north, the east and west, in the bonds of un.- 
ty and good-will in aiding in the construc- 
tion of a building as a connectiouai and ecu- 
menical Wesleyan Monumental church in 
the city of Savannah, Georgia, the only city 
where the great and good Wesley bad a 
home and had a parish. . 

Dr. Clark went on to say that he visited 
England at this period, and be hoped it was 
a proper and opportune period, in order 
to personally communicate, face to face, 
with the yarions bodies of the 
world favorable to his mission and the 
speedy completion of his building. So far 
he had succeeded in obtaining what he 
would term the preliminary, or perhap 
quasi indorsement of every body with 
whom he was able to communicate, For 
the same purpose he had vimted the Wes 
leyan conference at Bradford and that of 
Great Britain and ireland in 1878. Thes 
and there he received the sonference 
unanimous support for this memorial 
building and for the memorial volume, as 
one was but anaidto the other. Being 
unable to meet the united three churches 
at that time, he esteemed it a great privi- 
l to address this conference now, and

I need hardly say that your correspond- 
ent, being a southerner, and having many 
pleasing memories of old Savannah ‘in 
days when men were gallants and when 
women were not prudes’—to quote an ex- 
senator of Georgia—in listening to these 
remarks eagerly :oted them for THE Con- 
STITUTION, and the next day called upon 
Dr. Claik.

HOW THE WESLEY MEMORIAL 
GINATED 
In one of the smallest squares in London, 
and I may add that Falcou square is one ot 
the least known to most American tourists 
and to only a few Londoners, in a small 
hotel that has a history dating back to the 
early partof the 1l7ch century, in a@ smail 
room 19 feet by 10, and on a small bed, on 
the grey and quiet morning of Saturday, 
September 5, i878 the Rev Dr. J. O. A. 
Clark, of Georgia, awoke with the inspira- 
tion of compiling a great book, a book emi- 
nently catholic, eminently invaluable, and 
destined to be memorable as long as Meth 
odism prevails in the Christian word. I! 
visited this room yesterday and found the 
Rey. Doctor reclining on the identical little 
bed, in thesame simple room where, in 
1878, he conceived and projected this in 
teresting volume in the course of a 
silent hours’ thought The walls are 
mipue an atom of art decoration 
other than that faintly portrayed in a paie 
and faded pattern of a melancholy green 
paper. The little bedstead is of black var- 
nished iron and the bed itself is of that 
paintully inelastic character that feathers 
solos invariably give to the old hotel beds 
of England. Cleanliness alone constituted 
its apparent comfort. The little table 
whereon the doctor wrote out bis original 
outlines of this great book stood in its place 
of 1878 and wore its dingy cover beuring 
the'spois of ink and theexamples of ‘the 
slaye of the lamp.”’ The. two hard-wood 
chairs appeared in all the severity of sim- 
pli¢ity and the carpet had sees brighter and 
vetter days. Through oue demure window 
theigicrious lightof heaven giinted in, and 
the place and the modesty thereof happily 
renjinded one of muca that is grand, muca 
that is great and more that is glorious in 
the life and character and Godliness of the 
renowned servant of God--the worthy 
Wesley. It was a fitting place 
of .|humility found the birth spot 
of a Christian book. Is was the lowly 
manger whence came forth the true light, 
and that simpie all-ingpiring faith that 
constantly says ‘‘and the pest of all is, God 
is With us,”’

OLD STORIES RETOLD, 
Out and around in Falcon tquare there 
are evidences of the gifts of the wise men 
of the east, but solely in the shape of Chi- 
na’s silks and Japan’s bright wares. It is 
a square given to commerce, yet is teeming 
with theological history of the past. 
From out the window of this little room 
where “The Wesley Memorial Volume’’ 
was conceived in purity of purpose, in ap- 
propriateness of design and in excellence 
of object, you can see the approaches tw 
Ave-Maria Lane and Paternoster Row, to 
Amen Corner and St Martins LeGrande; to 
the localities of the Black-friars and the 
W bite-iriars of old. It is a London square 
sui generis. It ig almost lost in Loudon. 
‘How came you to se‘egt this hote’, doctor?’ 
said| your correspondent. ‘Weill, it is an 
old Wesleyan stopping place, and it 
is plain, quiet and in the center of Londoa 
proper, aimeost;’’ said the doctor. “I can 
think quietly here. and J shall never forget 
my moruing’s inspiration on September 
5, 1878.”" Perh:psI should aid that when 
l announced myself to the doctor as the 
European correspoudent of THe ATLANTA 
OonsTITUTION, he was more surprised than 
I was to find the doctor in so retired a place. 
* W hat,”’ said he, “‘Atlantain London—then 
good cometh out of Nazareth!” ‘Who did 
you write to first regarding the Wesley Me- 
morial Volume?’ said I. The doctorina 
coutempiative mood, responded, ‘Dean 
Sianiey, of Westminster Abbey—now no 
moreia our midst—acd he answered me 
the following Monday, which was Septem- 
ber 7, 1878” *¥es,”’ 1 replied, “Dean S:an- 
ley, like all well bred gentlemen, always 
promptly respoud to a proper note. That 
is a custom honoredin the performance in 
England, and too muchin the breach in 
America.”’ 

Taking my leave of Dr. Clark, and qui- 
etly going down to the little vestibule of 
the little “Josland hotel,’ I found a little 
office like an improvised glass case con- 
taining two litude ladies of gragious mien 
and sof little knowledge of the 
history of the pace they dweit 
in for years. Everything seemed to 
be little—even the charges I roamed about 
the square, and soon refreshed my memory 
of the spot, returning to the hotel, where

That 
Tyler preferred West London, it being gayer 
and his tastes being of the world. bis 
was put in as a defense by Jobn Trumbull, 
end though there was not an atom of evi- 
dence to convict him, he was duly incar- 
cerated in the new prison of Clerkenwell, 
not a great distance off from the zone of 
Faicon square. I note this entirely from 
memory, and believe it is substantially cor- 
rect. might say something regarding 
Faicon square and the Jacobites who in- 
fested this part of London, with their 
swords and sorrows, brawling about Kin 
James I, dethroned and the elector o 
Hanover a usurper. Passing along a 
by-street, narrow and crooked, that runs 
out of this locality towards Cheapside, and 
below the genera! post office, I noted some 
years avo a Jacobite ditty and pinned it in 
my memory It is this, ia part: 

‘‘Confounded be these rebels all, 

That to usurpers bow, 
Aud make what gods aud kings they please, 
And worship them below.”’ 

In this locality the famous, perhaps in- 
famous Dr, Sachervelel was « political as 
well as acierical power in the Jacobite days. 
One of the companion hotels or inus, as 
they were termed in those days, to this 
*Josland hotel’’—a name of itself sufficient- 
ly non sugvestive—is the renowned ‘“‘fhree 
Tans and Rammer Taverno,”’ tn Cheapside. 
jiere the ‘ sovereign people’ met to satiri- 
C:\ly sa‘u’e their King George the First &s 
he entered London, and was unable to 
speak better English than “yah! yah!” In 
this tavern—now called aristocratically an 
hotel—the great earl of Sutherland, whose 
scion has lately been in America,sat upon a 
four legged tap table and was hooted into 
swooning. But Imuststop. My recollec 
tions of London and the old spots would 
fill a great space, for vo really know a city, 
one must not merely have tae thin topo- 
graphical knowledye of a cabman. Yet I 
a:u told of a young Atiantaso-called savant 
wio knows Paris after two months’ resi- 
dence there, anda knowledge of only one 
word of French and some few shrugs of 
shoulders!

The prospects of the market we have already 
touched upon in describing the nature of the 
“autumn corner,’’ which has forced up pr ces in 
so extraordinary a manner. The whole cotton 
situation looked at in a normal point of view 
would not seem to justify much over 64d for cot- 
ton. It is quite true that our system of contracts 
with low middling clause has facilitated opera- 
tious for squeezing up the market temporarily, and 
spinners have made this the more easy by stickiug 
in a more remarkable degree to the better grades, 
even when pushed much above their natura! 
value, but we cannot regard this strained situa- 
tion as other than temporary and highly artificial. 
Manchester wholly reiuses to respond to it, and 
the margin of spinners is now so bad thatit would 
not take many turns of the screw to raise an agi- 
tation for short time during August and Septem. 
ber. Itisnot unlikely that at some time this 
autumn spinners may desert this market to an 
extraordinary ~~ god. they have always shown 
before a wonderful puwer of holding off when a 
sufficient stimulus is applied. 

The accounts from America of the growing crop 
are favorable. We do not remember a season 
when fewer complaints were made. We have 
now got a through half of the critical time 
of the crop; if we esca e worms or other serious 
injuries in August there can be little doubt that 
we shail have agigantic crop. From what we gath 
er from America, the favorite estimate there will be 
seven millions, if no severe injury is sustained iu 
August, and there cannot bea doubt that a low 
scale of prices will rule, at least part of the sea 
son, if auy such crop is made. These weighty 
considerations are th:iown into the shade for the 
present by the extraordinary position of our mar- 
ket, but they will carry all before them when the 
new season is opened. Our impression is thai 
the growing crop is not quite so early as last, but 
asthe weather has been unusually hot and forcing 
in America lately, w. ex t « »udden ripening 
of the crop, and large receipts in September. The 
temptation to obtain the high priccs rulfng here 
and in New York will forceon eariy-deliveries 
and shipments, and we would not besurprised to 
see large arrivals of new crop here in October. 
The continent is well supplied with cotton, 
and will not be so eager to buy at the commence~ 
ment of the season as last year; iodeed spinners 
everywhere, except in England, are very well 
supplied. Our spiuners unfortunately have for 
two successive seasons been led into heavy pur- 
chases at high prices in the early part of the sea- 
son, viz. from October to January, then when 
prices fell vraag be the spring they were pain- 
fully digesting their dear bought cotton, and 
when autumn came on with its accustomed 
scarcity they were compelled to buy at high 
prices. Nothing could have worked more disas. 
trously for the trade of Lancashire, and it re- 
mains to be seen whether they will commit the 
same mistake again. Wehardly think they will, 
but it is wonderful how soon these sharp lessons 
are forgotten.
